The old up-and- 
down roads in Hamakua are now near

The condition of the bond being not

for such moneys as have been embeaP* 
zled, but also for such „ expenditures 
which have become necessary on ac- 
count of and as the direct result of tbe 
failure of the trustee to faithfully per- 
form all his official duties. 


The item of $12.50 for premium on 


the official bond of the new trustee Is 
probably too remote a result of the 
misconduct of tbe trustee to be made & ~ 
charge against tbe surety.

GROWTH OP MANUFACTURES. 


According to the ever diligent and 


•painstaking statisticians of the De- 
' partment of Commerce and Labor, the 
ratio of increase in manufactures la 
tar greater in the United States than 
in any other of the great manufactur- 
ing countries. 
Four countries—the 


United kingdom, Germany, France, 
and the United States—are the world's 
chief purveyors of the manufactures 
•which enter" into international com- 
merce. TJie.value of manufactures en- 
tering the; international markets of the 
world amounts to about four' billions 
of : dollars • annually, and of this sum 
about three, billions, in value is supplied 
•fey the United Kingdom, 
Germany, 


France, and the United States. 
' to Institute a. comparison between 
the share .of ,the ; United States and 
the shares..of the other manufacturing 
countries named in the aggregate pro- 
duction of. all cannot be done with 
exactness, for the reason that no cotuv- 
try other than the United States makes 
any measurement, by census or other- 
•wise, of the-value of its manufactures 
as a whole. Estimates have been 
made, however, by Mulhall and other 
•toftistidans of the value .of the manu- 
factures produced in the 
principal 


countries of.the world at various dates. 
If these estimates are approximately 
accurate, the comparison of conditions 
In the United States and the Europe- 
an countries would Indicate that the in- 
crease In the production of manufac- 
.tares in the United States is much 
greater than that of the European 
countries in question. During 
the 


period 1888 to 1903 the growth of pro- 
duction of manufactures in the United 
Sates is estimated at $5,932.000,000, and 
"5n the three European countries com- 
bined, $3,863,0(50,000, and the percentage 
of (Increase for the United States 85 per 
cent, and for the three European coun- 
tries combined 42 per cent.

going figure? are but estimates, the

and Labor statisticians

^, that of tha, consumption of cotton, 
pig Iron and coal, the actual figures of 
•which are available for each of the 
countries in question and, with regard 
to coal and iron, for Russia besides. 
The years compared are 1880 and 1903, 
with the- results given below. 


In cotton consumption the actual in- 


cijease in the United States in 1903, as 
compared' with 1880, is 1,026,917,226 
pounds, as against an Increase of 883,- 
653,016 pounds in the United Kingdom, 
Germany, and France combined, the 
percentage' of increase in the Unitrt 
States being 107 per cent, as against 
46 per cent in the three European coun- 
tries combined. 
In pig iron consumption the actual 


increase, in the United States in 1903 
compared with 1880 is 15,263,454 tons, as 
against an increase of 11,518,000 tons in 
the four countries, the United King- 
dom, Germany, France, and Russia 
combined; while the percentage of in- 
crease in the United States is 437 per 
cent, as against an increase of 102 per 
cent in the four European countries 
-combined.

In coal consumed, the actual increase 


in the United States in 1903 compared 
•with. 1S80 is 247,214,000 tons, as against 
^an increase- of 175,301,000 tons in the
